DOYLESTOWN. 


The trolley problem that hag been oc- 


cupying the attention of Town Council 
for several weeks and which aroused go 
much public interest that considerable 
feeling wag engendered, was solved by 
Council Monday evening by the decision 
to adopt two ordinances which will satisfy 
the public and which ought to satisfy the 
corporations. The Doylestown and Wil- 
low Orove Company and the Doyleetown 
and Eastern Company both desired the 
right of way on Main street. 
The first 


company is already operating" a road to 
pillow Grove, and to grant them the ordi- 
nance would give them the continuous 
right of way from their present terminus 
through the town. They declined 
to 


build under any other condition. 
Their 


pupose is to buld a road to Ferkasie. 
President George Weidener was present at 
the afternoon meeting of Council and 
stated -what his company intended to do. 
The other company, the Doylestown 
and 


Boston, proposes to build a road to East- 
on, but the project has been regarded as a 
speculative venture on the part of the 
officials, who are Doylestown men, and who 
admitted that they did not have capital 
to construct the road but that it was prom- 
ised by outside parties. 
Council finally 


settled the matter by passing to second 
reading two ordinances, one of which 
grants the Willow Orove Company about 
all it asked for, but at the same time con 
tained a provision that the other company 
should have the right of way over the 
tracks throughout their entire length in 
the borough. Thus the Eaetoo Company 
can enter the town without obstruction. 
The public is pleased with the action of 
Council, as there is now opportunity to 
have both roads if the companies carry out 
their declarations to. build. 


The refusal of the Supreme Court to 


grant an appeal in the cage of New Hope 
borough auainst the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph Companies, decided in 
the Commn Pleas Court here some months 
ago, is a matter of considerable interest 
to boroughs and of more importance to 
such corporations. 
The borough imposed 


a tax of $1.50 per pole on the property of 
the companies, which they declined to pay. 
The case was heard by a jury here, which 
sustained the borough. 
An appeal was 


taken to the Superior Court, which sus- 
tained the Common Fleas Court. It was 
then taken to the Supreme Court with a 
like result. It is now said the United 
States Supreme Court will be invoked to 
set aside the findings of the lower courts. 
The companies complain that tBe tax is 
exorbitant, and amounts to a source of 
revenue, which the law does not contem- 
plate, but only a sufficient tax to compen- 
sate the borough for maintaining a police 
supervision of the property. 
The com- 


panies also complain that the tax inter- 
feres with inter-stale commerce. 
The 


importance of the case to the corporations 
may be readily seen when the great num- 
ber of poles they own in various boroughs 
may be taxed to the extent of tbose in 
New Hope.

A number of additional charges ha\e 


beenjnade against George Williams, the 
pmoneruwniting trial in the county jail 
for a burglary committed at the residence 
of Deputy Treasurer Fell, near Doylestown. 
It appears that several people, upon in- 
specting the aiticles found in Williams' 
possession, bare found property stolen 
from them, and therefore e,e\eral addi- 
tional warrants have been sworn out. 
Williams is believed to be the individual 
who has been dropping so many pawn tick- 
ets in this locality. The tickets indicate 
that somebody has been doing a large bus- 
iness with the pawn brokers. 


The heavy rain of Sunday night caused 


the streams in this locality to overflow 
their banks, resulting in considerable dam- 
age along the Neshaminy at several places 
where the soil was badly washed. At Edi- 
son, below town, the water covered the 
trolley tracks for a distance of about fifty 
yards.

Norristown, March U, 1901. 


We caught the cold map last Tuesday 


night, and Wodnesay and Thursday were 


icked with wild blasts from some far off 
Jortbern shore. Court was in session last 
week and the attendance was very slim. 
Phe cases were of trifling character in the 
criminal line and if the justices only bad 
urisdictlon all of tb» difficulties could 
lave been adjusted outside the Court 
Souse. There was one homicide cose re- 
turned, but the Grand Jury ignored the 
bill, viz.: Commonwealth vs. Bertha Fox, 
of Rockledge, for poisoning her child. 
The poor woman is demented. This Week 
we have civil court bnt there 
are only 


about twenty causes on the list for actual 
trial—30 in all, but many are settled or 
continued. So you see we have no need 
for another judge or another court room. 
[t would be a grave infliction to impose 
a separate court on ua with a third judge 
to hear only Orphan*' Court cases. 
The 


imposition is greater because the Orphans' 
Court business amounts to nothing when 
mingled with the cases in the Oyer and 
Terminer, Quarter Sessions and Common 
Pleas; our judges chew it up as they go 
along as a horse does his salt in his oat*, 
not noting increase, out loving the savor. 
Estates should pay their own expenses as 
they do now. The peopre should not be 
taxed ten thousand dollars for that which 
they get now for nothing. 
Our judges do 


all the work on the salary they get and no 
one complain*. 
No party or organiza- 


tion asked for an Orphans' Court in our 
county and it ought not to be saddled upon 
us. The Orphans' Court judge cannot 
assist our judges or take the place of 
either, neither can our present judges 
take hi* place. So a third judge would 
be a pest and a nuisance. 
The Orphans' 


Court judge can appoint auditors on nom- 
inations of the parties and so that is worse 
than appointing auditors now by leaving 
the selection to the judges. After we at- 
tain 150,000 popuiatioon, as the constitu- 
tion now stands, an Orphans' Court can be 
imposed upon us; bnt we intend to have 
that clause of the constitution, and some 
others, amended before that time.

November- 11, 1867, Justice William 


Strong of the Spnreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania who afterwards became a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of O'Nail vs. Crig, 56 Pa. 
State Report*, 1G1, one of the purest and 
ablest jurist! of this country, spoke of the 
taw in these word*: 


"Had it been determined, immediately 


after the passage of the Act of April 9, 
1849, that a debtor could not deprive him- 
self of that exemption from execution of a 
portion of his property allowed by the 
state * * * the object of the Legis- 
lature would doubtles* have been better 
secured. But it having been ruled that 
the exemption ia a mere personal privilege 
which the debtor can at any time waive, 
and that a waiver once made cannot be re- 
tracted, tbe whole force of the statute is 
eluded by simply a change in tbe form of 
tae contract." 


This was thirty-three years ago and yet 


no reformation; fifty-two years since the 
law was enacted—and for fifty year* it ha* 
been rendered null and void by the insi- 
dious clause of waiver printed in the 
lease*, notes and bonds to be signed by 
tenants and debtors of every description. 
This is a disgrace to tbe State. 
The City of London has a society called 
the London County Council, whose busi- 
ness consists in housing the poor. They 
have already 20,000 poor people comfort 
ably housed; preparations made for 30,000 
and the project include* the housing of 
60,000. This IB practical work. 
This is 


what our Legislators intended in this 
State in 1849. Will not some philanthropist 
arise in the Legislature and move?

The Finance committee beg leave to re- 


port that they here audited the accounts 
of the Borough Treasurer and find them to 
be correct. Wo desire to heiewith append 
a statement of the Borough finances for 
the year 1900. The receipts for the year 
were $19,392.87. which are $103.52 in ex- 
cess of those of 1899, notwithstanding the 
fact that our receipts from taxes are $208.- 
95 less than that of the same year. 
This 


decrease was caused by the exemption of 
borough tax on mill properties, and by 
change of ownership in the Whalen Home 
property. 
This practice of exempting 


borough taxes, we feel, must uooner or 
later be discontinued, or an increase be 
made in our present tax rate, which wens- 
sure you will be opposed, and justly too, 
by the citizens of the borough. 
The ex- 


penses of the borough cannot be greatly 
curtailed, nnd if you wish to continue at 
the present rate of improvement yon must 
have the revenue, and that can only be 
supplied by the taxes. By the efforts of 
the former Finance committee, we had the 
pleasure of assuming control of the bor- 
ough finances, free from the encumbrance 
of uncollected taxes, and tonight we can 
say, that through the efficient service of 
Fred I. Kraft, our successors will enjoy a 
siimlar condition of the tax account. Ow- 
ing to the very praiseworthy manner in 
which the various committees have dis- 
charged their duties, we feel that it would 
be an Injustice to them, if we failed tg 
give a brief summary of the work per- 
formed, and the money spent by each. 
The Street committee is ' charged in the 
Treasurer's statement 
with 
$6,478.13, 


which is $878.13 over their appropriation. 
They have macadamized a portion of 
Washington street, re-surfaeed several 
streets, and laid iion crossing plates. The 
Police committee used ' their appropria- 
tion, but in' doing so they have given your 
borough a very efficient police servi6o, 
one which we feel is beyond criticism. 
The Fire committee spent $2,125.121, which 
is approximately speakine, $75.00 less than 
their appropriation, a/ remarkable shew-

Editor of the Gazetto:—Illness, whether 


it be in the form and features of the grip 
or some other among; the long catalogue 
of Ailments, is a very disagreeable com- 
panion. There Is nothing that 1s pleasing 
about it; at least, there is a great deal per- 
taining to it that is exceedingly unpleas- 
ant. Pleasure does not come in that par- 
ticular form, although it may follow aft< t, 
as indicated by the poet Pryden, who say«: 


"Rich the treasure, 
Sweet the pleasure, 
Sweet the pleasure after pain." 


But no one is eager for pain in order to 


experience the pleasure that may follow. 
Who is so foolish as to* take delight in be- 
ing under the doctor's expensive care? 
, Who can ever be fascinated with that un- 
welcome condition that drives one to bed 
and keeps him there, even for a very brief 
period? But we have heard of people who 
"enjoy poor health." That is because they 
are used to it, and philosophically con- 
clude that it is a good thing. Perhaps it 
is because they hanker after commisera- 
tion, and love the charms of pity.1 


Let us not forget that illness has Its 


compensations. If it is not a cheerful 
blessing it cannot be called an unmixed 
evil. Think of the sympathy it awakens, 
surprising us, sometimes, with a realizing 
sense of the number of friends we nave, 
and the deep interest they take in our wel- 
fare and comfort. 
Think of the dainties 


it makes us acquainted with, those dear 
little gifts from tender hearts awakened, 
that are brought in or sent In to please 
and cheer the weary eye in the form of 
beautiful flowers, or to tempt and enliven 
the languid palate in the guise of luscious 
fruits, jellies in all Mieir variety,-and de- 
lacacies in sweet profusion. 
Does any one 


believe that the poor patient eats them all 
to the last grape or final orange? But it is 
the sympathy and attention that the pa- 
tient lives on chiefly when the reluctant 
stomach seems simply to dream. 


There' ie much that gives enjoyment to

sus for the Second Pennsylvania district, 
and former member of the lower branch ot

ury, with which to pay bis assistants. He 
was ordered to explain why be had not 
lone so in all instances.

OommisBioner Craig on Saturday morn-, 
ing, but in the meantime Talbot had li- 
quidated hid indebtedness. 
The depart- 


ment at Washington was asued for advice 
in this new contingency. 
The answer 


came back to hold Talbot for court, which 
was accordingly done. 
The matter will 


come up in the spring term. 


Talbot is a member of the Chester 


county Bar, was Senatorial delegate to tbe 
State convention in 1885, and was elected 
to the Leigslature for the sessions of 1889, 
1891, 1893 and 1895. He is otherwise 
prominent in Chester connty politics. 


His appointment as census supervisor 


was announced on July 11, 1900, was due 
o the influence of Senators Quay and 
Penrose exerted at the request of T. Larry 
Srye. His district embraced the counties 
of Bucks, Montgomery, Chester and Dela- 
ware. He bad charge of more than five 
lundred assistants in the four counties.
